The Record For The Past eee 
Months. 

Louis F. Vetter, the local manager

The students’ weapons. ties on the part 
of the gallant nations of Western and 
Southern Europe, his Anglo-Saxon 
cousins shortly end all discussion by 
calling the castom semi-barbarous 
or even ridiculous. But notwithstand- 
ing that, people with whom boxing is a 
national sport, who even pay money to 
seo human beings injure each other, 
have no right to condemn the ‘manly 
art of self-defense” in another form. 
I think that with this, as with other 
unfamiliar customs, we should try to 


What I purpose in trying to give the 
philosophy of the duelis not so much 
to defend the custom, which seems not 
to come up to the standard of civiliza- 
tion, as to explain it. 
We must distinguish between two 
kinds of duels fought in German uni- 
versities. One kind, which is not 
uliar to students, nor to Germans, 
a contest for life and death, to settle 
some serious difficulty on some point of 
honor. This is common to all nations 
on the European continent. Even in 
this country such duels have not pet 
quite disappeared. In Europe they 
will not disappear as long as society 
thinks it beneath the dignity of a 
tlemun to bring certain offenses 
nto court, or considers a man’s honor 
stained by insults for which there is no 


shown by the fact that no military 
officer can keep his epaulettes who 
declines a duel. or who, under certain 
circumstances, does not challenge. To 
take a * oe instance, a man like 
Ferdinand salle, who personally 
was greatly opposed to the duel, felt 
himself obliged to submit to the cus- 
tom and died its victim.

In fact, the weapons com- 
monly chosen, pistols, do not call for 
much courage. The danger is over in 
a moment; there is not much chance 
for a display of skill, and experience 
shows that such duels very seldom 
have a serious ending. Such duels as

Besides 
this hazardous character of the pistel 
duel, which ia dne to the way it | 
managed, the woapon itself lacks an- 
other quality for a chivalrous contest: 
it offers no possibility for defense. 
Feneing duels with any weapon are 
of a more dangerous character and 
therefore require more courage. Even 
when, asin certain notorious French 
duels, the first drop of blood drawn; 
no mutter how slight a wound is: in- 
flicted, ends the contest, one hag to 
look his enemy in the face for some 
time, and see the blade, ready to pun- 
ish him, flash before his eyes. The 
most serious duet is that fought. with 
heavy curved sabers (*‘Krummszbel,’’) 
which mostly inflict severe wounds. 
The duel is generally continued until 
one of the contestants is unable to go 
on. Many die in consequence er are 
crippled for life. The successful hand- 
ling of the weapon requires coolness, 
presence of mind, skill of hand and an 
eye both sharp and quick,. 
The last-named weapons or pistols 
are chosen by German university stu- 
dents in case ora serious duel. The 
challénged one generally bas the priv- 
llege of choice. If he is trained in 
fencing he will as a rule choose the 
saber, If his adversary can not handle 
the saber he may either change to pis- 
tols, or else time will be given him to 
train himself in fencing. Older stu- 
dents, however, who belong to clubs 
whose members are pledged to the ac-- 
ceptance of any challenge (‘‘unbed- 
ingte satisfaction’’) are supposed to 
need no more training. But one must 
not think that such duels for life or 


death are entéred upon lightly. 


Wounded. 


Before the advergaries are ullowed to 
enter the field of battle, a court of 
honer composed of representatives of 
both parties must have decided that 
there is suffloelent cause to justify a 
serious contest. To satisfy the law, 
which requires the seconds to do their 
best to prevent the duel, when both 
parties stand ready the seconds on the 
spot advise the duelists to be recon- 
ciled. This, however, is a purely for- 
mal demand, aud a duelist would ex- 
pose bimself to the greatest possible 
ridicule, should he follow this ad vice. 

Although many things here said 
about the serious duel hold good also for 
the common students’ duel,the latter, in 
Germany, is not regarded as a duel at 
all; indeed it is not called 80. Its Ger- 
man name, Mensur,“ of Latin root. 
originally means the place measured 
off for the duelists to stand upon, so 
as to keep the right distance. At 
present most people take it in the sense 
of a contest in which the contestants 
not anytbiog werd than a 
fenciig match, There need not he 
any il) feéling between the es.

The one who is 
addressed in this way hardly thinks of 
the meaning of these words, he simply 
understands that he is wanted fora 
duel. As it bas often happened in 
this method ot challenging that the 
contestants were of unequal skill and 
strength, the provoked one becomes 
the victim of a brutal superiority, To- 
day most of the students’ clubs send a 
list to their rivals containing the 
names of such members as are willing 
to fight.

Vienna ‘has just been endowed with a 
novel means of locomotion, styled by ita 
promoters the Petroleum Tramway.“ It 
runs between the entrance tothe Prater 
and the agricultural exhibition, a distance 
of nearly a mile, and accomplishes the jour- 
ney in about five minutes. It can attain a 
speed of sixteen to seventcen kilometers an 


hour, but the authorities will not allow it 


to exceed twelve. The strength of the ma- 
chine is of two-horse power. The petroleum 
fuel is lighted: in a few minutes previous 
to starting, and the machine consumes one 
kilogram per hour, Reckoned at four- 
pence per kilogram the cost would be three 
shillings fourpence per ten hours. The car 
used in the Prater contains seate for twelve 
beside the driver and guard. It 
makes li noise, and does not shake. 
The inventor is an engineer in Cronstadt, 
named Daimler.—New York Telegram.

A CHICAGO BLAZE. 


DETAILS OF THE GREAT PACK~ 
ING-HOUSE FIRE. 


The Loss WIll Reach Between Six 
and Seven Hundred Thousand 
Dollars — Firemen Have 
a Hard Task. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CuIcaGo, Sept. 28.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Anglo-American 
Packing Company’s establishment at 
the stockyards was damaged by fire 
early this morning to the extent of 
$650,000. The fire was one of the worst 
the department ever had to deal with. 
The alarm was turned in just before 2 
o’clock, when flames were seen in the 
packing room. When the first engines 
arrived this room was a mass of flames. 
Water had little effect on the grease- 
soaked floors and the fire soon reached 
a room where thirty-two tanks of lard 
were located. These exploded one 
after another and the melted lard 
added fresh fuel to th® flames. The 
heat was so intense the firemen were 
forced back and compelled to work 
from a distance. The flames then 
— to the cooling room, where the 
carcasses of nearly seven thousand 
hogs were stored. 
oil. Water seemed useless and the 
twenty engine companies at work 
made little headway. More engines 
were summoned, but two hours after 
the fire first started the roof fell in 
and the flames seemed to spread more 
rapidly than ever. The hundred 
streams of water being poured on the 
fire appeared to have no effect. 

About this time the flames reached a. 
lot of saltpeter, and the fumes from 
this stifled the firemen, overcoming 
several of them. The fire marshals di- 
rected all the efforts of their men to 
preventing the spread of the flames 
from the Anglo-American plant.“ 
Within a short distance of the estab- 
lishment are several other large pack- 
iug houses, and for atimeit was feared 
the fre would Communicate to them. 
The firemen succeeded, however, in 
controlling it. 
At 6 o’clock this morning it was seen 
to be impossible to extinguish the 
burning pork, and water was thrown 
on it to keep the fire down as much as 
ssible. It will haveto burn out and 
t probably will be a day or two before 
itis entirely extinguished. The fire 
department succeeded in saving the 
other portion of the Anglo-American 
plant from other serious damage. 
The loss is entirely covered by insur- 
ance. The company that has been con- 
ducting the business is composed of 
Englishmen. Recently, however, a 
new company. was formed, known as 
Fowler Bros. (limited,) incorporated 
in England, with a capitalization of 
£750,000, with a proposal to acquire 
the business of several firms here and 
elsewhere.

A LARGE AUDIENCE A 


Addressee by the Various Pastors— 
The Sunday School Conven- 
tion this Evening—The 

Programme, Ete. | 


A mass-meeting of the members of 
all of the Baptist churches of the city 
was held last evening, under the au- 
spices of the Executive Committee of 
the Los Angeles Baptist Sunday School 
Convention, at the First Church, at the 
corner of Sixth street and Broadway. 
All told eight churches were repre- 
sented in the assemblage. The church 
edifice was specially decorated for the 
occasion. The attendance was very 
large, the church being crowded. The 
various divines acoupied seats behind 
the pulpit. 

The services of the evening opened 
with an organ voluntary by Miss Emma 
F. Rider, after which the doxology was 
sung by the congregation. 

Rey. C. H. Auderson, of the Second 
Baptist Church (colored,) invoked the 
divine blessing upon the meeting. 
the conclusion of the prayer, the 
hymn Hallelujah on the Cross“ was 
sung by a double quartette. : 

Scripture reading by Rev. N. Hay- 
land of the Swedish Baptist Church 
was followed by prayer by Rev. W. W. 
Tinker, formerly of the East Los An- 
geles Baptist Church, but now home 
missionary for Southern California. 

After the singing of the hymn 
‘‘Onward, Christian Soldiers,“ by the 
congregation, Rev. Tinker delivered a 
brief address upon Our Cause at Paso 
Robles.“ He referred to the fact that 
this was the first time in the history 
of the denomination that all of the 
Baptist ministers of the city were con- 
gregated upon the same platform ata 
service. He thought that this was an 
auspicious moment to make a plea for 
the twelve or fourteen Baptists who 
were holding protracted meetings at 
Paso Robles.

Rev. W. H. Pendleton of the East 
Los Angeles Baptist Church spoke 
very feelingly upon the subject, Union 
in Faith.” He said that he thought 
the key-note of the mass-meeting was 
union; preliminary tothe great con- 


vention of Baptists to be held this 


week. He stated that union in faith 
characterized all the churches of 
Christ down to the apostolic age. 
After and during the apostolic age it 
was ever the same. There was no dis- 
sension, no divisions—all ‘were in 
Christ’s faith. Beyond three centuries 
following the apostolic age there 
seemed to have been a blank.

He was banished, 
and in 1636 he founded a new society 
at Providence, R. I. No claim is 
made however, that Roger Williams 
founded the Baptist Church. But the 
pointis madethat the Baptists can 
trace their origin back to Christ, who 
isthe founder. No mention is made 
in the Bible to Calvin, Luther, Robin- 
son, Wesley or Campbell. But the Bi- 
ble did make repeated reference to 
John the Baptist.

Let these 
people who are claiming a senatorship, 
on account of money spent, show their 
receipts, or stand convicted of trying 
to get a senatorship under false pre- 
tenses. 

Now, as to the value of this gift. 
Senator Stanford is not now, and never 
has been, at any one time, worth 
twenty, or even ten million dollars. 
He lives in California, and is supposed 
to pay taxes on all bis property; that 
is, if he is an honest man and worthy a 
seat in the Senate. Now we ask Edi- 
tor Heazelton or any of the subsidized 
or hired agents of Mr. Stanford, or Mr. 
Stanford himself, to produce receipts 
for taxes on property in this State, in- 
cluding the Palo Alto and Vina

Among the Senate bills which have 
not passed the House, are the Shipping 
and Subsidy Bill, granting California 
5 per cent. of the proceeds of the sale 
of public lands, bill to enlarge the 
Yellowstone Park, bill to grant the 
right-of-way throughout vacant public 
lands for irrigation purposes, bill for 
compulsory education of Indian chil- 
dren, bill for the inspection of live 
cattle and beef products for exporta- 


on. 

The Blair Educational Bill and In- 
ternational Copyright Bill were de- 
feated in the Senate and House re- 
spectively. Many other bills of promi- 
nence have not yet been acted upon 
by either house. 

During the coming week how much 
time the Senate will consume in dis- 
cussion of the conference report on 
tariff cannot be stated accurately, but 


adjournment will come on the day after 
the report is disposed of. In addition 
to the Tariff Bill the General Defi- 
ciency Billis the only other measure 
likely to receive the attention of the 
Senate. That is now pending in the 
House. 

With the exception of the confer- 
ence report on the Genoral Deficiency 
Bill the House has completed its la- 
bors and waits upon the Senate. 
While waiting some measures may be 
taken from the calendar and passed. 
An effort may be made to pass the two 
shipping bills sent over by the Senate, 
but this will be strongly resented by 
the Democrats, and unless special pro- 
vision is made for their consideration, 
the effort is likely to fail.
